T he story is to the effect that a 
young man w ho was a bookkeeper 
in a coal office received an anony­ 
mous com m unication ordering him 
to leave tow n. 
H e did not follow 
the advice and was arrested by an 
officer and turned over to a mob, 
that beat him and threatened his 
life. 
Then he was locked up in 
jail. 
Later he was approached by an­ 
other official, w ho agreed to get 
him out of jail for his w atch and 
w hat mone> he had. 
The young 
man consented and was released. 
H e n ow lives in constant fear, 
as 
he says there is a conspiracy to 
drive him out of tow n. 
The delegation of citizens called 
to see if Major W arner could not 
interfere and protect 
the 
young 
man under some federal statute.

The train left Kansas C ity at 9 115 
Tliree robbers stepped on board 
the platform of the sleeper as it 


left Kansas C ity. 
W hen the train got under way 


the bandits 
entered the 
sleeper, 
and, with drawn revolvers, ordered 


ail the passengers to hold up their 
hands and to stand up in the aisle. 
A ll complied. 
There was no time 
to hide anything, but one 
man 
saved $115 by pushing the bills 
down under the shirt collar of his 


boy in front of him. 
T w o robbers 
wearing masks held revolvers in 


line with 
the 
passengers' 
heads 
while the third one, the leader of 
the 
party, 
who 
was unmasked, 
went 
through 
the 
passengers’ 


pockets. 
It is reported that five watches, 
three finger rings and about $500 
was secured. 
The searching was 
done quickly and the robbers left 
the car at Nearman, a telegraph 
station ten miles out from Kansas 
C ity. 
The leader said they had a 
team waiting 
for 
therp 
at 
that 
place. 
The unmasked robber was cool 
and threatened to kill the first pas­ 
senger who offered resistance. 
N o 
attempt was made to rob any pas­ 
sengers but those on the Pullman 
sleeper.

40 years 
old, 
w eight 
160 
pounds,

They 
were armed with old style single 
action Colt revolvers. 
A fte r leaving the train a Near- 
man they went into the woods.
